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The New Grenadian Question. — Our triple 
dispute with New Grenada seems at length to have 
reached a crisis. The demands of our Commission- 
ers, Messrs. Morse and Bowlin, have been peremp- 
torily rejected by the New Grenadian Government, 
•mgi tm have now only to abandon the case or exact 
summary redress. It is scarcely possible 
{is-> the Administration at Washington can 
hesitate in its choice between these alter- 
natives. Our cause is unquestionably just, 
»nd New Grenada is a fifth-rate power. We 
^9re "thrice arme.1" against a contemptible foe. The 
occasion fjr the cheap achievement of a little gun- 
powder glory is extremely inviting; and, as a little 
gunpowder glory goes a great way with the blus- 
tering Democracy, an opportunity for its cheap 
achievement is not likely to be neglected by the new 
Administration. We take it for granted, therefore, 
that Mr. Buchanan will display the most praise- 
worthy energy and decision in the case. If he does 
not, he will be wholly without excuse, since, for once 
at least, his personal and political interests coincide 
with the manifest interests of the country. 

Most of the readers of the Journal are probably 
familiar with the nature of our dispute with New 
Grenada. President Pierce, in his last annual me.— 
sage, dwelt upon it at considerable length, and with 
becoming spirit. We can hardly do tetter than to 
quote him. After referring in suitable terms to the 
attempt of the Government of New Grenada to im- 
pose tonnage duties on foreign vessels in her ports, 
contrary to existing treaty stipulations with the 
United States as well as in violation of rights con- 
ferred by charter upon the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany, and to the more recent enactment by the Con- 
gress of Grenada of a law levying an oppressive 
tax upon mail matter transmitted across the Isth- 
mus, in bold defiance of the same rights and stipula- 
tions, he thus noticed the Panama outrage, still 
fresh in the mind of everybody, and which consti- 
tutes the third and main ground of our complaint 
0[uht New Grenada: 

I regret exceedingly that occasion exists to invite your 
attention to a subject of still graver import in our relations 
with the republic of New Grenada. On the fifteenth day of 
April last, a riotous assemblage of the inhabitants of Pana- 
ma committed a violent and outrageous attack on the pre- 
mises of the railroad compauy, and the passengers and 
Other persons in or near the same, involving the death of 
several citizens of the Uuited States, the pillage of many 
others, and the destruction of a large amount of property 
belonging to the railroad company. I caused full investi- 
gation of that event to be made, and the result shows satis- 
factorily that complete responsibility for what occurred 
attaches to the government of New Granada. I have, there- 
fore, demanded of that government that the perpetrators of 
the wrongs in question should be punished; that provision 
should be made for the families of citizens of the United 
States who were killed, with full indemnity for the proper- 
ty pillaged or destroyed. 

The present condition of the Isthmus of Panama, in so 
far as regard.- the security of iwrsons and proi»erty passing 
over it, requires serious consideration. Recent incidents 
tend to show that the local authorities cannot be relied on 
to maintain the public i>eace of Panama, and there is just 
ground for apprehension that a portion of the inhabitants 
are meditating lurther outrages without adequate measures 
for the security and protection of persons or property hav- 
ing been taken either by the State of Panama or by the 
general government of New Grenada. 

Under the guarantees of treaty, citizens of the United 
States have, by the outlay ot several millions of dollars, 
constructed a railroad across the Isthmus, and it has be- 
come the main route between our Atlantic and Pacific 
possessions, over which multitudes of our Mtizens and a 
Tast amount of property are constantly passing— to the se- 
curity and protection of all which, and the continuance of 
the ptiblicfad vantages involved, it is imiiossihle for the gov- 
ernment of the United States to be indifferent. 

I hare deemed the danger ot the recurrence of scenes of 
lawless violence in this quarter so imminent as to make it 
my duty to station a part of our naval force iu the harbors 
of Panama and Aspiuwall, in order to protect the persons 
and property of the citizens of the Uuited States m those 
torts, aud to iu-ure to them safe passage across the Isthmus. 
And it would, in my judgment, be unwise to withdraw the 
naval force now in those ports until, by the simultaneous 
Action of the republic of New Grenada, or otherwise, some 
adequate arrangement shall have been made for the pro- 
tection and security of a line of inter-oceanic communica- 
tion so important at this tune, not to the United States 
only, but to all other maritime States both ot Euro|»e and 
America. 

y. Hi-while. n-c< tiatioiis have le-ri: instituted, by means 
of a si>ecial commission, to obtain from New Grenada full 
Indemnity mr injuries sustained by our citizens on the 
Isthmus, and satisfactory security lor the general interests 
of the Uuiu d Mates. 

The "special commission" here mentioned is the 
ou e which has just failed in its negotiations at Bogo- 
ta, throwing, as we have said, the whole question 
A jj^t into the hands of our Government. The basis 
of the instructions under which these abortive nego- 
tiations were instituted and carried on is understood 
to consist of the following articles: 

j Of the interoceanic transit two 



tricts shall l>e formed, each with a government of its own, 
but dependent ujmju that of Ne\>- Granada. 

2. Trial by jury and religious liberty are guarantied. 
The right of suffrage is limited t^ those having certain 
property qualifications, ami all the inhabitants arc citizens. 

'A. The government of these district* must aid the com- 
pany with force, and, in case of th. ir not doing it, the 
United Stares Consuls may raise bodies of police aud levy 
taxes temporarily. These may be levied even upon the 
railroad company and the passengers, in which lew the 
Consuls are to have more authority than the Legislatures 
or the municipal officers, for whom the transit is free. 

4. The island * of Taboga, Tabo pulla. Flamenco. Perieo 
1 Culebra, in the vicinity of Panama, are to be ceded in 
entire soverciraty to the United States for the construction 
upon them of a.\-. ual- and a naval .-.a'.iou. 

5. In case of necessity, thu districts may lie temporarily 
occupied by the United States military forces. 

ti. The taxes upon the railroad are ceded to the United 
States. The damages consequent upon the affair of the loth 
of April are to be paid, aud the United States gives to New 
Grenada a large sum, from winch is to be deducted the 
amount New Grenada must pay for the aforesaid damages. 

The propositions founded by our commissioners 
upon this basis, which does not ap[>ear to lie unjust 
or extravagant, have, we repeat, been positively 
rejected by the New Grenadian Government, and 
Mr. Buchanan is left either to enforce them with the 
strong arm or ingloriously back down. 

What effect upon this question, if any, the acces- 
sion of a fresh man to the Presidency of New Grena- 
da may have we do not know, and we havn't heard 
or read of anybody who does. We can only hope 
with our cotemporuries that it may lead to a recon- 
sideration of the present rash action of New Grena- 
da, and to the speedy ascendancy of wiser counsels 
in her Government. If it doesn't, the country will 
expect Mr. Buchanan to do his duty.

Thk Jewish Passover.— The most ancient of 
religious ceremonies commences to-day, having been 
ordained to take place at the first new moon of April, 
the first month, occurs this year on Thursday, April 
9th, and continues for one week. It celebrates the 
passing over of the Israelites, and of their escape 
from Egypt. It was ordained from heaven to Moses 
and Aaron, and all its details were regulated. The 
ordinance is as follows, in Exodus, chap, xii: 

43. And the Lord said unto Moses and Aaron, 
This is the ordinance of the passover; there shall no 
stranger eat thereof. 

44. But every man's servant that is bought for 
money, when thou hast circumcised him, then shall 
eat thereof. 

45. A foreigner, and a hired servant, shall not eat 
thereof. 

4G. Iu one house shalt it be eaten; thou shalt not 
carry forth aught of the tlesh abroad out of the house; 
neither shall ye break a bone thereof. 

47. All the congregation of Israel shall keep it. 

48. And when a stranger shall sojourn with thee, 
and will keep the passover to the Lord, let all his 
males be circumcised, and then let him come near 
and keep it; and he shall be as one th it is born in 
the land; for no uncircumcised person shall eat 
thereof. 

49. One law shall be to him that is home-born, 
and unto the stranger that sojourneth among you. 

Nisan is the name of the Jewish month. During 
the entire seven days, they eat "Mazot" — unleaven- 
ed bread. This bread is made of the finest wheat 
flour and purest water, kneaded up by a wooden le- 
ver, and afterwards rolled out between wooden roll- 
ers, and then cut by machinery — without being 
touched by human hands. It looks and tastes like 
some kind of water crackers, and is rather meagre 
food for an entire week. 

The reader will find a detailed account of the cer- 
emonial, and the manner of its observance, in Deu- 
teronomy xvi, and 2d Chronicles xxx. 

The Jews still observe this high ceremonial with 
great exactness, and allow no considerations to inter- 
rupt or violate the sanctity of its routine. 

Last night the synagogue on Fourth street was il- 
luminated, and religious services were lieing held. 
The exercises are of a very solemn and interesting 
cliaracter, and likely to prove at least novel to all 
who ma/ attend upon them, Gentiles though they 
mav be.

Rain.— It rained heavily on the loth, wind W., and on 
the 17th, wind S., which raised the streams aud the Ken- 
tucky; it rained ou the afternoon and evening of the 2l«t, 
wind N. E On the 25th it rained iu a gust, wind S. W.; 
and there was a small rain on the evening of the 1st, wind 
N. W. The average of water fallen must have been nearly 
three inches.

Front.— There were four frosty nights on the 1st, 2d, 3d, 
and 4th. On the 3d there was no thaw iu the shade during 
the whole day. White frosts happened on the 5th, Mb, 
llth, and loth. Vegetation was retarded aud injured by the 
heavy frost of the 3 I, aud the MmMHM of t e cherry trees, 
jieach trees, and pear trees, which had put forth, were 
niostlv killed. 

Wiiuin. — Prevailing wind s. w., which blew twelve days, 
weft wind seven days, n. w. four days, south four days, 
north and n. e. eaeli one day and partially another. There 
was a s. w. wind ou the llth. 

Thunder— Was heard ou the llth, and lightnings wen- 
seen on the evening of the Uth. On the 25th a thunder 
storm from the s. w. 

Ground.— The snow melted on the third day after its 
fall. The roads were muddy for two or three days after 
Us fall; also after the rains of the Mth aud 17th. 

Veoetation. — On the 20th, peas, currants, gooseberries, 
and strawberries in full bloom. 

A niinaln.— The first martins were seen in the snow storm 
of the 2d; they became commou ou the 6th. On the llth 
were heard the first frogs.

Cattle were dull sale; the severe 
cold weather frightoned persons who intend to buy 
for grazing. One yoke of oxen sold at $135; horses 
sold from $30 to $i50. The money market was ac- 
tive though not as much so as last court day, w hen 
it was estimated that $1,500,000 changed hands, 
negotiable paper discounted at 10 to 12 per cent. 
The greatest activity was in the whisky market; im- 
mense quantities of old Bourbon changing hands at 
10c a drink. 

Terrible Catastrophe — The Sentinel Office in 
Ruins— One Man Killed— Fire Injured.— About a 
quarter past ten o'clock last night the new boiler of 
the Sentinel office, which had just been put up, and 
was being tried for the first time, exploded. The 
boiler was placed on the west side of the open conrt 
or vard of the house, and steam had been raised in 
it for the first time, to k ry it. 

The engineer and one or two others were standing 
by at the moment; several hands were in the job 
and new s rooms, and two or three in the press room. 
The explosion dashed several of the men from the 
boiler room into the press room, blew the boiler- 
head and a portion of the chimney through the in- 
tervening wall, forced out the greater part 8f the 
east wall of the wing, and let the fioor of the two 
upper stories down, with all the type and materials 
in them, making a scene of ruin and confusion un- 
paralleled in our experience. The noise of the ex- 
plosion was a deep, dull roar, and shook the build- 
ings for several squares around. When we reached 
the scene of the disaster we found the press room, 
on the ground floor, a mass of broken presses, laths, 
joists, aud plaster, full of steam and smoke. 

The wall that had not been blown down was forced 
a foot or two out of the perpendicular, the floors all 
crushed into a mass at the bottom, with a portion of 
the Iwileruuderneath, and, worst of all, the body of 
a man crushed and blackened under the boiler. Af- 
ter a great deal of effort the heav y iron mass was re- 
moved, and a bov named George "Homan, taken.out 
horribly crushed and quite dead. Mr. Randall, the 
foreman of the new s-room, was badly hurt, as was a 
bov named Fred Mudbarger, also Frank Schuyler, 
Jacob Lex, and a son of Mr. Doughty, one of the 
proprietors. None of these were dangerously hurt, 
we believe. 

A fire was discovered in two or three places, but 
extinguished without damage. The forms of this 
morning's paper were destroyed, and a very large 
amountof tvpe and material ruined. A new Adams 
press, just erected, was crushed all to fragment-, 
and cannot probably lie repaired, aud all the presses 
are protiably injured more or less. 

The loss cannot be accurately estimated now, but 
it will be lietween eight and twelve thousand dol 
l arsf ._ Indianapolis Journal, of Wedne*,l.iy. 
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Idlx Words.— It was a wise injunction given by 
a father to his son, "think twice before you speak 
once." Idle words lightly and heedlessly spoken 
are often productive of serious consequences. High 
characters have been calumniated, great enterprises 
have been forestalled, stainless reputations have 
been blackened, and profitable business undertakings 
have been prostrated by idle rumors thoughtlessly 
uttered. Great injuries have thus been done to in- 
nocent parties without cause, without provocation, 
and without any foundation for the busy, mischiev- 
ous rumors by which such disastrous results were 
occasioned. We have known an instance where a 
long-established business firm, in excellent stand- 
ing, enjoying extensive credit, and engaged in a 
large and lucrative business, was suddenly discred- 
ited and compelled to wind up its affairs by a ground- 
less rumor uttered in jest. The rumor spread from 
lip to lip and gathered as it went, until it fell like 
an avalanche upon its innocent and unsuspecting 
victims, mercilessly destroying their credit in bank, 
rendering them objects of suspicion '"on 'change," 
and bringing down upon them, in solid phalanx, 
the whole body of creditors and correspondents, 
clamorous for additional security and immediate set- 
tlement; anil, although every liability was fully 
discharged, vears of patient endurance were insuffi- 
cient to restore entirely the once untarnished repu- 
tation which had l>een recklessly injured by an idle 

These reflections and reminiscences were induced 
by our observation of a recent occurrence in our 
city. One of our oldest and most estimable citizens, 
Mr. Charles Gallagher, who had for a quarter of a 
century l>een engaged in mercantile pursuits in our 
city and enjoyed throughout this long business ca- 
reer an extensive credit and an enviable reputation 
for unimpeached integrity, has lieen so seriously in- 
commoded by thoughtlessly repeated rumors and 
idle expressions that he It unwilling to continue the 
extensive business which his energy and integrity 
have built up in our city. His credit is unimpaired, 
his integrity is without the slightest blemish, but 
the vague rumor, heedlessly repeated, that he is the 
object of the persecution* of some fire-fiend, has 
produced an impression in the community, which is 
sufficient to force into retirement a person of delicate 
mM%, and to d eprive our city of the active ex- 
ercise of his excellent business qualities. 

A few years ago a number of attempts were made 
to fire the dwelling of Mr. Gallagher, and it has so 
happeued within the last five or six years that fre- 
quent fires have occurred in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of his warehouse, and finally some w eeks 
ago a most destructive fire originated in the ware- 
house occupied by him. Hence the origin of the 
rumor, without seekiug any other explanation of the 
apparent mystery. From the confessions of the in- 
cendiary, it was ascertained that the attempts to 
fire Mr. G.'s dwelling were made by a negro girl, 
a servant of Mr. G., who was sent • it of the city 
some two years ago and has never N uj iied. The 
tires about the warehouse of Mr. G. originated, we 
believe, with but one exception, iu the adjacent 
buildings, and, after careful investigation, it has 
been ascertained that the fire, which occurred in the 
premises occupied by Mr. G., and involved the des- 
truction of a large amount of property, could not 
reasonably be attributed to incendiarism. There is, 
therefore, no real ground for apprehension that Mr. 
G. has been relentlessly pursued by ill-disposed 
persons, for those who know him best are unwilling 
to believe that he has a single enemy in the world. 

People everywhere are too apt to give utterance 
to thoughtless expressions and to promote the cur- 
rency of idle rumors which may injure innocent per- 
sons. This is often done without malice or mis- 
chievous intent, and would not after a little reflec- 
tion lie done at all. The harmful consequences of 
such unguarded expressions should induce a 
careful liabit and teach grown up persons as w< 
children to think well before they speak. 



CiTThe New York Journal of Commerce, in com- 
menting on an article and letter from the National 
Intelligencer, says that they give strength to the 
impressions which had been derived from other 
sources that the American government has been or 
is about to be invited to cooperate w ith England and 
France, in establishing commercial relations with 
China on a secure and liberal basis. Bv such coop- 
eration, it is hoped that the object may be accom- 
plished without bloodshed; whereas, if any one of 
the three nations were to undertake t 
alone, John Chinaman might be tempted to 1 
As the benefits of any treaty which might be se- 
cured by England separately would inure to the ad- 
vantage of all other commercial nations, there seems 
an obvious propriety in dividing among the parties 
chiefly to tie benefited the expense and responsibili- 
ties of the expedition. It is stated that Lord Elgin 
is to go out as Special Commissioner on the part of 
Great Britain. Undoubtedly, we ought to "beware 
of entangling alliances," but the proposed coopera- 
tion could hardly be called such. A year or two 
ago, English and American vessels of-war in the 
Chinese waters cooperated in breaking up a nest o f 
pirates, which was a warlike enterprise, and attend- 
ed with some bloodshed. The present movement, 
there is reason to hope, will be pacific in it* results, 
although it must be backed by a respectable nava 
demonstration. This will give our tars i 
in the line of their profession, and promote a i 
ly feeling between the cooperating powers. Cm the 
whole, we see no serious objection to our complying 
with the invitation if tendered.

The horses v\ere at l ist ready; «e muffled up care- 
fully . aud set out. As it grew* lighter, we were <ur- 
pn Mm to Ihid tha; our postillion was a girl. She h id 
•i neavy sbf epskin over her knees, and a muff for her 
iiands. and a shawl aiMiind her head, leaving only 
the eves visible. Thus accoutered, she drove ou 
luerrUv, and showed no signs of the weather. 

At Sonnjr.le we ordered horses, after drinking a 
bowl of hot milk flavored with cinnamon. This is 
the favorite winter drink of the people, sometimes 
w ith the addition of brandy. But tmjUm or com- 
iM.ii brandy of Sweden is a detestable beverage, re- 
sembling a mixture of turpentine, train oil, and bad 
wolasses, and we take the milk unmixed, which 
serves to keep up the animal heit admirably. The 
MHH by this time had fallen to So' deg. below- 
zero. Our feet gradually became beuum!>ed, but, 
by walking up the bills, "we prevented the circula- 
tion from coining to a stand still. 

The cold, however, played some grotesque pranks 
with us. My beard, mustache, cap, and fur ollar 
were soon ore undivided lump oi ice. Our eye- 
lashes became snow-white and heavy with frost, and 
it required constant motion to keep them from freez- 
ing together.

The irritation of our nostrils 
occasioned the greatest inconvenience, and, as the 
handkerchiefs froze instantly, it*oon became a mat- 
ter of pain and dilHculty to* use them.

We could not bare our hands a minute, without feel- 
ing an iron grasp of cold which seemed to squeeze 
the flesh like a vice, and turn the very blood to ice.

only, were touched; still and solid as iron, and cov 
ered with sparkling frost-crystals, their trunks were 
changed to blazing gold, and their foliage to a liery 
orange-brown. The delicate purple sprays of the 
birch, coated with ice, glittered like wands of topaz 
and amethyst, and the ulopes of virgin snow, 
stretching toward the sun, shone with the, fairest 
saffrou gleams. There is nothing equal to this in 
the South, nothing so transcendently rich, dazzling, 
and glorious. Italian dawns and twilights cannot 
surpass those we see every day, not, like those, 
fading rapidly into the ashen hues of dusk, but lin- 
gering for hour after hour with scarce a decrease of 
splendor. Strange that nature should repeat these 
lovely aerial effects in such widely different zones 
and seasons. I thought to tiud in the winter land- 
scapes of the far North a sublimity of death and 
desolation — a wild, dark, dreary, monotony of ex- 
pression — but I have, in reality, the constant enjoy- 
ment of the rarest, the teuderest, the most enchant- 
ing beauty. 

The jx-ople we meet along the road harmonize 
w ith these unexpected impressions. They are clear- 
eyed and rosev as the nn»rn inir. straight and strong 
as th<2 lir saphntis in their forests, and simple, hon- 
est, and un-ophisticated beyond any class of men 1 
have ever seen. 

There are tender hearts in the breasts of these 
Northern men and women, albeit they are as unde- 
monstrative as the English — or we Americans I't 
that matter. It is exhilarating to see such people — 
whose digestion is sound, whose nerves are tough as 
whipcord, whose blood runs in a strong, full stream, 
whose impulses are perfectly natural, who are good 
without knowing it, and who are happy without try- 
ing to l>e so. Where shall we find such among our 
restless communities at mmwd 

I had tough work at each station to get my head 
out of mv rappings, which were united with my 
beard and hair in one solid lump.

darkness. The cold (30 deg.) was so keen that our 
postillions made good time, aud we reached Sunna- 
na. on the Skeleton river, fifty-two miles, soon after 
six o'clock. Here we were lodged in a large, bam- 
like room, so cold that wc were obliged to put on our 
overcoats and sit again-t the stove. 

The handmaiden called us soon after five o'clock, 
and brought us coffee while we were still in l>ed. This 
is the general custom here in the North, and is anoth- 
er point of contact with the South. The sky wm 
overcast, with a raw, violent wind — mercury lis flag, 
below zero. We felt the cold very keenly. The 
wind blew full in our teeth, and penetrated even be- 
neath our furs. 

The storm grew worse and worse; the wind blew 
fiercely over the low hills, loaded with particles of 
snow, as tine as the point of a needle and as hard as 
crystal, which struck full on our eyeballs and stung 
them so that we could scarcely see. I had great 
difficulty in keeping my face from freezing, and mv 
companion found his cheek touched. 

We sta ted at nine. It was barelv light enough 
to see our way, and we floundered slowly along 
through the deep drifts for a mile, w hen we met the 
snow-plows, after which our road became easier. 
These plows are wooden frames, shaped somewhat 
like the bow of a ship — in fact, I have seen very i..ir 
clipper models among them — about 15 feet long bv 
10 wide at the base, and so light that, if the snow- 
is not too deep, one horse can manage them. The 
farmers along the road are obliged to turn out at six 
o'clock in the morning wlienever the snow falls or 
drifts, and open a passage for travelers. 

The wind blew so violently, however, that the 
furrows were soon filled up, and even the track of 
the baggage-sled, fifty yards in advance, was cov- 
ered. There was one hollow where the drifts of 
loose snow were five or six feet deep, and here we 
were obliged to get out and struggle across, sinking 
to our loins at every step. Of the scenery we saw 
to-day I can give no description. There was noth- 
ing but long drifts and waves of spotless snow, some 
dim. dark, spectral fir-trees on either hand, and be- 
yond that a wild chaos of storm. The snow came 
fast and blinding, beating full in our teeth. It 



Finally, lights appeared ahead th.tnigh the dark- 
ness. Here we are now, housed in the capital of 
Pitea Lappmark, somewhere aoout the 6oth deg. of 
north latitude. It is but a journey of three days 
hence to Tomes, »t the head of the Bothnian Gulf, 
whence I shall next write.

Dkath ok thk Hk;h Pkiest of Japan. — The 
Dairi, or Hi>;h Priest of Japan inhabit! a splendid 
palace in the city of Miako, on the island of Nipon. 
His court is composed of 20,000 priest*, who are en- 
trusted with the charge of 4,000 temples of this im- 
mense city. His costume is a long tunic, over 
w hich he wears a large red dress; a w hite transpa- 
rent veil, ornamented with golden fringe, is r;orn 
upon his head, falling al>out half way down the 
body. His countenance remains always invisible. 

On the 1st of July, 1856, the Dairi was taken ill. 
Immediately the chief priest, with his ghostly col- 
leagues, 2u0 priest of the first rank, who are endow - 
ed w ith the religous power of the empire, were sum- 
mond to the palace. By the next d.v the Invalid's 
situation became more critical, and the third his 
death was pronounced as inevitable and close at 
hand. The priests repaired at once to the temple, 
and informed the jwpulace that the Dairi had enter- 
ed into a compact w ith the SeveB God's of Heaven, 
and was upon the eve of rejuvenating his mind in the 
embrace of Ten-syo-dai-sin, the principal of these 
deities, who the Japanese believe to have created 
the world. She has been at the head of affairs for 
about 25,000 vears, aud from her spring all the rov- 
al families of "Japan. To her the inhabitants of the 
entire empire addre 8 their invocations as the protec- 
tress of? the land. 

At the conclusion of the first prayers, the priests 
declared that the inhabitants could immediately en- 
ter the palace and tank their eyes with the sight 
of their highly venerated High Priest. At once 
the crowd streamed to the palace, where they beheld 
the Dairi lyiug stretched upon a l ed of state. He 
was dressed in a while tunic, and his features, cov- 
ered with a very thin mask, were dimly perceptible 
through a veil thrown over them. The 
priests prayed loudly, and wafted the sweet per- 
fumes from their censers around the dying man. 
At 9 o'clock in the morning of the 5th of July he 
breathed his last. As the last breath passed 
through his lips, the chief priest, raising his arm as 
a token of the departing life, assured the bystanders 
that tne soul of the High Priest h id ascended to the 
a olc. vf the gods,but that it would shortly return and 
resume its earthly habitation. Upon this announce- 
ment a solemn silence pervaded the audience. Af- 
ter the lapse of ten minutes the chief priest, sur- 
rounded by a crowd of his religious companions, 
threw over" the still warm corpse of the Dairi a large 
white cloth, which he instantly withdrew, and in 
the place just before occupied by the l>ody there ap- 
peared another, similarly attired, but alive aud 
strong, who, raising himself from his recumlient 
position, went to un altar standing near the bedside 
and bestowed upon the people present his hlessiDg. 
The crowd instantly broke out into exclamations of 
gladness and rejoicing. 

By a well-concerted stratagem the priests had ab- 
stracted the body of the Dairi, supplying its place 
with his son, who inherits his father's station. The 
state bed being hung around with drapery rendered 
it all the easier to perform the trick without arousing 
th.- -iispicions of the credulous inhabitants. The 
corpse of the Dairi was carried in the night time to 
the Ycie temple by the priests, where it was laid 
upon a pyre and burned to ashes. This being done, 
the temple is closed ami all persons are forbidden to 
enter it. A violation of this law is punished by 
Uirning to death. 

The Ycie temple, the handsomest one in the city, 
contains several rows of earthern statues of the de- 
ity Ten-syo-dai-sin. These statues are aliout one 
yard high, are hollow, and have each a large open- 
ing in the back of the head. The ashes of each Dai- 
ri are preserved in one of these statues the same as 
in an urn. The inhabitants are not permitted to en- 
ter the jtortion of the temple where these figures 
stand. On the day after the death occurred, cere- 
monies of a very different character take place — the 
inauguration of the new High Priest, who, as the 
people suppose, has hail his soul renewed in the res- 
idence of the great gods. 

On the 7th of July, the new Dairi, surrounded by 
chosen priests, issued from his pnlace, and paraded 
the different portions of the city of Miako. Ihe peo- 
ple threw themselves to the earth, and addressed 
prayers to him as to a god. Upon this day all work 
w as forbidden, all prisoners were set at liberty, and 
all criminal processes annulled. 

O.i the next day the procession proceeded to Nara, 
a short distance from Miako, which is considered as 
one of the most holy places of the empire. It con- 
tains a great number of temples of colossal dimen- 
sions. It is surrounded by a square portico support- 
ed on each side by a hundred columus, each one 
yard in diameter. The statue of the god to whom 
this temple is dedicated stands in the centre. Its 
breadth across the shoulders is forty -eight yards. 
On the 10th of July, the Dairi, returning from Nara. 
held a grand celebration in his own capital. As 
soon as he had returned, the priests commanded 
public prayer to be held in all the temples in honor 
of the auspicious occasion. 

These facts were related by an eye-witness", a Hol- 
lander, whose business iu Japan gave him an oppor- 
tunity of visiting the residence of the Dairi. He 
also "states that if the slightest token of incredulity 
is manifested by any of the bystanders they r.re in- 
stantly felled to the earth and mercilessly" slaugh- 
tered."

Tiif. Evn. of Stock Speculations.— The N. Y. 
Journal of Commerce says: 

Some recent developments in the city have led 
many stwkholders of railroad and other corporations 
to question the propriety of vesting the management 
of their property in the hands of those who are ac- 
tively engaged in stock speculations. Formerly, the 
victims of such a policy w ere mostly the eager spec- 
ulators. It was easy for the executive officer or 
financial manager of a company to give such color- 
ing to its affairs as to convey the impression that it 
was not doing as well as usual, so that the market 
value of the stock would materially- decline, while 
he, in the mean time, would take advantage of the 
depression to buy largely; then, the policy would be 
reversed, exaggerated rettorts or statements circula- 
ted, the market rise, and the officer sell out again at 
a large profit. This was regarded as reprehensible, 
but it did not so intimately affect the bona fide 
stockholder, except as be might desire to borrow 
nionev on his shares. There is reason, however, to 
fear that the speculators sometimes control the pol- 
icy of the company whose interests they are bonnd 
to" protect, without much regard to anything but the 
money they can make out of it for themselves.

The Austrian citizens were transferred to the pro- 
tection of the Prussian minister. The recall takes 
place without any rigorous diplomatic rupture. 

Italy. — Reports from Naples say there hxs been 
some relaxation in regard to prison securities, and 
also si*ak of the official mission of M. Pionelli to 
the Paris conference to conciliate the Western Pow- 
ers. 

iMtest from Japan.— Two British steamers forced 
the fort Maugahalh in Japan because they were re- 
fused admission contrary to the treatv. Communi- 
cations, however, were made to th» Emperor, who 
published an edict giving orders that those ports 
should l»e opened, but the crews of any foreign ves- 
sel are forbidden to penetrate into the interior.

Wool. — The follow ing letter, written by one of 
the heaviest wool dealers in Philadelphia, contains 
matters of interest to growers and dealers generally 
in this region: 

pHlLATV£Ll*m a, March 0, 1357. 

We have delaved writing you until the final action of 
Congress upon the tariif and had time to digest its effects 
ou the wool trade in future. We presume that you are 
aware that on and after July all wools costing M cents aid 
under at the place of exi>ortatioa come in duty fre-, which 
ulteration throws open to us all the wo-.d-growing se ctions 
of the world, except the finest wools of Australia, Silesia, 
and Germany. Even from these countries we shall receive 
largelv of good medium fine wool, such as is called in Ohio 
full blood, leaving out the highest range of your finest clips. 
The above description cau be bought iu our owu Slate, duty 
free. It is a new era in our wool trade, but we feel confi- 
dent it will prove e.jually advaasSfSMIS t.> the grower and 
manufacturer. It will relieve the undue pressure under 
whicli our market has been laboring for the past fe»c yejirs. 
will place the interests ol the grouersand manufacturers 
upon a more permanent basis, as prices will rul- more uni- 
formly, aud wool will be bought according to its value iu 
quality aud condition. 

Yon are uufortutaU-ly too cognizant of the folly and 
madness of pa^t years, evinced in the appointment of in- 
exp'rienced and irresponsible agents, who, for the sake of 
making their commis.-iona, have paid little or no utf nti >n 
to the condition or quality, thereby giving a bonus to the 
dishonest grower, who washes his wool badly, knowingly 
wrapping up dung and urine a:.d wool in the fleeces, and 
tying it up with heavy cord or twine to increase its weight. 
While on the other hand, the honest, care. til, and intelli- 
gent grower, who. year after year, paid strict attention to 
improve the quality of the wool, washing it thoroughly, 
and rejecting all dung, tags, urine, and using no BSOTS 
twin.' than was essential in tying hi» fleece, has lost all in- 
centive to increase his flock by seeiuc his neighbor obtain 
nearly or quite bi-.-h prices for wool not worth as much 
as his own by 10 cents %" tb., either in quality or condi- 
tion. 

This wild and dishonest mode of buying has, in our opin- 
ion, retarded the increase of production more than any or 
all other causes combined, but it must lv. evidenttoall that 
it is now near its end, as manufacturers have learned by sad 
SXBCrieMC that they cannot make a yard of cloth from 
dung, dirt, burrs, or all combined. It is the fibre alone 
which they cau spin and weave. As one immediate bobbb> 
queue- in this alteration iu the tariif. our market will Ik: 
w< U supplied with a good class of foreign wool. The anx- 
iety of the manufacturer in procuriug his stock will e sua. 
and Dm (bJbow system above mentioned cannot continue 
longer. 

l;ut yonr honest grower need have no fear of obt;iir.i;;c 
a fair and full compensation for Us wool. It is an article 
of necessity, and not of luxury, aud will always command 
its fair relative value, but dung and di.t can no longer be 
sold for wool. We rtcouimaud aud advise you ia future 
to pay to each and everv grower, in all bmbb, Sm ml value 
of his wool, according to its quality and co- dition. By so 
ci. .ing, you will command their confidence aud respect, 
and at the same time be partly remunerated for your time, 
labor, and knowledge. 

We refrain, at this early day, from giving a decided opin- 
ion as to the effects of this new tariff upon the prices of 
wool in this country, but, as in the foreign market, they 
rule 30(333 par cent, below us, it seems reasonable to sup- 
I«se that after July 1st our market must be governed by 
the current rates in England and on the Continent, ■spa- 
cully as large orders have already gone abroad w ith a 
view of having the wools here by that date.

The steamer from California for Panama is just in at 
Ban Juan, and as Uie Ranger exptaw it on the saddle, I 
have barely a moment to add a line to lay two letters of 
last evening. 

I have little of importance to add to my narrative tip to 
last night except to request j'on to have CHre taken that the 
names in the returns of our killed, wounded, and uiissin;: 
are printed accurate!-.-. It may omit two or three of the 
wounded but the entire number, if it was complete, does 
not exceed fifty. I have not received the slightest injury 
and enjoy my nuial pood health. The los-. of the enemy 
t* ascemaincd to have been upwards of 4.KJ killed. Our 
victory is decisive and breaks uj> the allii s completely, aud 
In a few weeks all fighting within the boundaries of Nica- 
ragua will be over, and if any contests is kept iij> it will be 
in the other States. Uur army is in high spirit.-*. 

RtVAS, Ma«h 19, 1-57. 
* • • will show you my letters to her, giving a full de- 
scription of our victory won on the day before yesterday. 
We had ten Ik urs' fighting. We attacked San Jorge by a 
cannonade and drove the allies out of the town.

They were repulsed with a loss of upward* of 400 
killed, our loss in killed, wounded, and missing does not 
exceed fitly.
